On many business calls, the person mak¬ 
ing the call identifies himself, but the 
employee taking it remains completely 
anonymous. 

This happens constantly on calls to get 
information, and sometimes on calls during 
which an actual order is placed. Frequently 
the caller will know what department he 
has reached, but not the name of the indi¬ 
vidual he has been talking to. The lack of 
information can prove inconvenient, par¬ 
ticularly if a second call becomes neces¬ 
sary. 

So here’s another good reason for identi¬ 
fying yourself immediately whenever you 
answer the telephone.
